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This issue of XTAL was scheduled to 
go to press late in August, but because 
of the imminence of Huropean develop- 
ments publication was postponed until we 
received definite information, 

Being mindful of our obligations as 
citizens of the British Empire and as 
hams as set out in Section 11 of_ the 
Radio Act, 1938, your Executive Com- 
mittee on Sept. 1 met and decided to 
wire the Department of Transport as 
follows: 

“We, the Executive Committee of the 
Canadian Amateur Radio Operators’ Asso- 
ciation, wish to place at the disposal of 
your department, or of any department of 
the Government, the membership of 500 
and the organization of the VE Oper- 
ators’ Association. 

“Qur association is exclusively Can- 
adian, with membership from coast to 
coast, and therefore it is believed that 
we may be in a position to render assist- 
ance to the Government in the present 
international crisis, 

“We do not presume to suggest the 
nature of such assistance, but we hasten 
to assure you that any service we may 
be called upon to render will be expedi- 
tiously discharged in the spirit of loyalty 
and with a keen appreciation of the seri- 
ousness of any mission entrusted to us 
and of the honour conferred upon us in 
being permitted to serve His Majesty’s 
Government. 

“May we also direct your attention to 
the fact that our association has been 
working co-operatively with the Canadian 
Amateur Radio Co-operation Corps in 
connection with “A” Corps Signals, 
Toronto, in the organization of that body. 
The effect of this activity is a co-ordina- 
tion of preparedness and organization 
between the two bodies, culminating in a 
unit which may prove of inestimable 
value in an emergency. 

“In conclusion, may we say, sir, that 
the VE Operators’ Association and its 
members individually stand ready to serve 
and to impose upon itself all the discip- 
line and routine demanded by an exigency

and which is so thoroughly understood 
by many of its members who served in 
His Majesty’s forces during the war of 
1914-1918.” 

The Minister of Transport acknow- 
ledged receipt in the following letter: 

“{ wish to acknowledge receipt of your 
telegram of the 1st instant on behalf of 
the Executive Committee of the Canadian 
Amateur Radio Operators’ Association, 
placing the services of the association at 
the disposal of the Department of Trans- 
port or any other department of the Gov- 
ernment in connection with the present 
national emergency. 

“In reply I may say that the offer of 
the Canadian Amateur Radio Operators’ 
Association in this regard is greatly ap- 
preciated, and I have forwarded a copy of 
your telegram to the Department of 
National Defence, who no doubt will reply 
to you direct should they wish to avail 
themselves of your organization’s ser- 
vices.” 

Notification has been sent out by the 
Department to “completely dismantle and 
render inoperative” all amateur stations. 
From Department officials at Toronto we 
learn that all wiring must be removed 
from radio frequency line-ups, all speech 
equipment and power supplies disconnect 
ed, and all transmitting antennae must 
be taken down. 

The absence of the amateur transmit- 
ting apparatus market will curtail ad- 
vertising to a degree which will make 
impossible the continued publication of 
XTAL, 

The discontinuance of transmitting 
activity and XTAL must not be construed 
as meaning a collapse of the association. 
The task of a Canadian ham radio organi- 
zation, as outlined in the objects of this 
association, is a never-ending one. There- 
fore, provision is being made for main- 
tenance of an association headquarters. 
All dues are suspended, and membership 
cards will be issued for the unexpired 
portion of membership term paid in 
advance immediately ham radio is ree

9th Annual B.E.R.U. Contests 


The results of the 1939 “B.E.R.U. Tests” 
show that very few VE’s participated— 
or at least bothered to send in their logs 
showing their results. It is really diffi- 
cult to understand why more VE’s do not 
take advantage of these annual Empire 
dx contests to work a lot of fellow-Brit- 
ishers and some of those elusive Empire 
countries. 


The Senior Transmitting Contest was 
won by ZS2AL, 1,410 points, who con- 
tacted 145 Empire stations in 27 zones on 
14 me exclusively, using 80 watts to a 
T40. Next was ZC6EC, 1,198 points, 193 
stations in 20 zones, on 14 and 7 me, 
100 watts input. Third was G5WP, 1,079 
points, 95 stations in 25 zones, using 50 
watts to a T55. 

The leading Canadian was in 38rd 
place, being VE8KE, 579 points, using 
the same low power as described in 
XTAL’S dx columns in past issue. Next, 
in 46th place, VE5VO, 464 points; 48th, 
VE5ZM, 435 points; 52nd, VE1HK, 405 
points; 54th, VE8AIB, 395 points; 58th, 
VEIEA, 349 points; 59th, VE3ES, 342 
points; Tist, VE8DA, 306 points; 81st, 
VE4H0, 258 points; 84th, VE8VN, 240 
points; 92nd, VE5HR, 200 points; 94th, 
VEBAKG, 185 points; 102nd, VE4ABC, 
168 points; 104th, VE1CU, 156 points; 
108th, VE8GT, 142 points; 112th, VE40B, 
114 points; 115th, VE5QP, 89 points; 
115th, VE3DU, 89 points; 123rd, VE8AQB, 
69 points; 124th, VE8TO, 54 points. 


The Junior Transmitting Contest was 
won by VU2FO, 891 points, working 99 
stations in 17 zones, and using only 10 
watts to a single 6L6 E.C.0. VK4BB 
was second with 872 points, using 25 
watts, and VU2LK, 797 points, was third, 
using 10 watts. 


The leading Canadian was again 
VE3KE, 393 points, being in 25th ince: 
Next, in 27th place, VE1HK, 366 points; 
40th, VE1BA, 238 points; 54th, VE8ES, 
187 points; 64th, VE5QP, 155 points, 

VE participants in both conte 
totalled 20 different VE’s made up me 
3 in VE1, 10 in V3, 3 in VE4, 4 in VE5, 
and none in VE2. 

VEIEK, 1IR, 2FC, 3AJX, 83AMK, 4HM

Canadians have not taken to the 56 mc 
band, and of those that have, 80 per cent 
of them use modulated oscillator type 
transmitters. Of course the possibilities 
of working our American cousins across 
the line are quite remote with this type 
of rig because they all use superhet re- 
ceivers.

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Constitution of the WE Operators’ Association 


By instruction of the executive com- 
mittee, the constitution of the VE Opera- 
tors’ Association is herewith submitted 
for approval by the membership. Ballots 
for the purpose have been sent to all 
members, and must be returned to the 
secretary not later than Oct. 10, 1939, 
Should the yote favor adoption, the con- 
stitution will become effective on Oct. 
1, 1939. 

1. The name of the Association shall be ‘The 
VE Operators’ Association,” hereafter called the 
Association. When the name shall appear, or be 
referred to in public, it may be cited as “The 
Canadian Amateur Radio Operators’ Association." 

2. The objects of the Association shall be: 

(a) To foster intelligent and serviceable use 
of amateur radio, 
(b) To further international good-will. 
(c) To co-operate in the observance and en- 
forcement of amateur radio laws. 
(d) To present non-partisan information on 
amateur radio activities by operating 
Official Amateur Stations, or by such 
other means as may be deemed expedient. 
(e) To extend assistance towards the clarifi- 
cation of amateur radio problems. 
(£) To guard and further the radio interests 
of every Canadian amateur radio operator. 
(gz) To promote contests and such other acti- 
vities as are deemed to give effect to the 
objects of the Association in the further- 
ance of the interests of Canadian amateur 
radio operators. 
To promote the cultural and recreational 
use of leisure by creating a more com- 
prehensive appreciation of the potential 
value of amateur radio as an agent of 
fraternalism. 

8. The Association shall be affiliated with such 
body or bodies as a majority of the members of 
the Association shall decide. 


4. The headquarters of the Association shall be 
in the City of Toronto, 


5, The office of the Secretary, the Treasurer, 
and of the Publications Manager shall be at head- 
quarters. 

6. (1) Membership shall be available to any 

person holding an Amateur Experimental 
Station license issued by the Department 
of Transport, provided not more than two 
years have elapsed since the date of issu- 
ance of such license. 


(2) Associate membership shall be available 
to any person having a bona fide interest 
in amateur radio, and who cannot qualify 
for membership under the provisions of 
sub-section 1. 

(8) The voting privilege of an Associate 
member shall be restricted to the nomi- 
nation and election of members to the 
Executive Committee except in such mat- 
ters which the Executive Committee may 
from time to time extend to the vote of 
Associate members. 
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7. (1) Dues shall be one dollar annually, pay- 
able in advance, and shall be for a period 
of one year from the date on which 
membership is granted according to the 
records of the Association, 

(2) A member shall be automatically sus- 
pended if his dues are not paid within 
sixty days from the date upon which they 
are due and payable, 


8. The Association year shall be the calendar 
year. 

9. The affairs of the Association, and all matters 
of business in connection therewith, shall be vested 
in the Executive Committee. 


10. The officers of the Association shall be a 
President, a Vice-President, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer. 


11. There shall be an Executive Committee com- 
nosed of the members elected from each Call 
District, the Chairman of each Chapter, and the 
Immediate Past President. 


12. The Executive Committee shall, from its own 
numbers, elect the officers and a Publications 
Manager. 


18. (1) The Executive Committee shall appoint 
Under-Secretaries in charge of the activi- 
ties of the Association relative to each 
of the following departments: Members, 
Clubs, Chapters, Technical, International, 
Legislation, Publicity and Expansion, 
and Statistics. 

(2) Any member of the Association in good 
standing shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment as an Under-Secretary, 

14. The Executive Committee shall, at its first 

meeting following election, appoint two auditors, 

15. (1) Any member in good standing whose 
nomination qualifies pursuant to the 
provisions of this constitution, and who 
is not rendered ineligible by sub-section 
2, shall be eligible for nomination or 
election to the Executive Committee. 

(2) A member engaged in the manufacture, 
sale or rental of amateur radio equip- 
ment shall not be eligible for nomination 
or election to the Executive Committee. 

16. (1) Each Call District shall be entitled to 
elect one of its members to the Execu- 
tive Committee. 


(2) Whenever a Call District includes within 
its area an Association membership of 
fifty, it shall be entitled to elect a sec- 
ond member to the Executive Committee, 
and an additional member for each 
twenty-five members or fraction of 
‘twenty-five in excess of fifteen over the 
first fifty members. 

(3) Tf, after an election, the membership of 
a Call District shall increase to the 
extent that it is entitled to additional 
membership on the Executive Committee, 
the Secretary shall forthwith institute 
such action as is necessary to cause the 
election of the additional Executive 
Committee member. 

(4) If the increased membership referred to 
in sub-section 3 occurs within ninety 
days prior to the date upon which gen- 
eral election nominations are receivable, 
the electior. provisions of sub-section 3 
shall become inoperative and of no 
effect, 

17. (1) Nominations for Executive Committee 
members shall be received by the Secre- 
tary from the first to the twentieth 
days of September inclusive. Should the 
twentieth day of September fall on a 
Sunday or legal holiday, the time for 
the receiving of nominations shall be 
extended to include the immediately suc- 
ceeding busiress day. 

(2) The nomination of a member as a candi- 
date for the Executive Committee shall 
be rejected by the Secretary if such 
nomination does not carry the signatures 
of at least five members in good stand- 
ing. 
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18. (1) Immediately following the last day for 
receiving nominations for the Executive 
Committee, and prior to the first day of 
October next following, the Secretary 
shall prepare and issue to members in 
each Call District a ballot showing the 
names of candidates in their respective 
Districts. 

(2) Ballots for the election of members to 
the Executive Committee must be re 
ceived in the office of the Secretary not 
later than the thirty-first day of October 
following their issuance. Should that 
day fall on a Sunday or legal holiday, 
the time for receiving ballots shall be 
extended to include the next succeeding 
business day. 

(3) In lieu of forwarding ballots to members 
they may be included in, or as part of, 
any publication issued for or by the 
Association. 


(4) Whenever required, or deemed necessary 
by the Executive Committee, a special 
election may be held at times other than 
herein specified, On all such occasions 
the Executive Committee shall set all 
the dates necessary for the receiving of 
nominations and holding of the election. 


19. (1) Immediately following the election of 
the Executive Committee, the Secretary 
shall prepare a ballot for the election of 
officers, which he shall issue to the 
members of the newly-elected Executive 
Committee not later than the tenth day 
of November. 

(2) The officers’ ballot shall show the names 
of all elected members of the new 
Executive Committee. 

(3) Officers’ ballots shall be returned to 
reach the office of the Secretary not 
later than the thirtieth day of November 
next following their issuance. Should 
that day fall on a Sunday or a legal 
holiday, the time for receiving ballots 
shall be extended to include the next. 
succeeding business day. 


20. The Secretary shall appoint tellers and such 
further election assistants as may be required. 


21. The officers and Executive Committee shall 
assume their offices and duties on and from the 
first day of January following their election ex- 
cept in the case of a special election subsequent to 
January first, when the elected official shall im- 
mediately assume his office and duties. 


22, (1) The name of the Chairman of a Chapter 
must be recorded with the Association 
Secretary before the said Chairman shall 
become a member of the Executive 
Committee. 

(2) The recording of the name of the Chair- 
man of a Chapter, as required by sub- 
section 1, must be completed not later 
than the thirty-first day of October in 
order that the Chairman may be eligible 
for office for the next ensuing year. 

(3) If the name of a Chairman is recorded 
pursuant to sub-section 1 between the 
first day of November and the thirty- 
first day of December next, the Chair- 
man shall become 2 member of the 
Executive Committee on and from the 
first day of January following. If the 
name is recorded subsequent to the first 
day of January, the Chairman shall 
immediately become a member of the 
Executive Committee. 


23. The Chairman of a Chapter who is a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee, if unable to 
attend any meeting of the Committee, may ap- 
point any officer of his Chapter to represent him, 
and such representative shall, at such meeting, 
exercise the full rights of a member of the Ex- 


ecutive Committee. Such representative must de- 
posit, at the Executive Committee meeting a cre- 
dential from the said Chairman before he shall be 
entitled to sit as a member of the Executive 
Committee. 


24. In the event of the absence of the President, 
the Vice-President and the Immediate Past Presi- 
dent at any meeting of the Executive Committee, 
the meeting shall elect from those present a mem- 
ber who shall act as Chairman. 


25. A quorum of the Executive Committee shall 
be eight. 


26, (1) A meeting of the Executive Committee 
may convene if at least four members 
are present. but the decisions of any 
such meeting at which a quorum is not 
present shall be ineffective until at least 
eight members of the committee shall 
have cast a vote, a majority of whom 
shall decide the issue. 


(2) The vote referred to in sub-section 1 
shall include the vote of the members 
constituting the meeting at which a 
quorum was not present. 


(3) All matters upon which a vote is taken 
at any meeting as provided by sub- 
section 1 shall be submitted by the 
Secretary to absentee members of the 
committee together with a record of the 
vote and a summary of the discussion 
preceding the vote. 


27. The President shall :— 


(a) If present, preside at all meetings of the 
Association and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


(b) Countersign all cheques. 


(c) Have general supervision of the affairs 
of the Association. 


(a) Have authority to grant dispensation 
whenever he deems it advisable for the 
change of date or place of any meeting 
of the Association or of the Executive 
Committee. 


Have authority to grant dispensation, 
whenever he deems it advisable, for the 
suspension of meetings of the Bxecutive 
Committee during the months of June, 
July or August, or any part or parts 
thereof. During such recess the officers 
shall have full power to transact the 
ordinary business of the Association, 

(£) Call all meetings of the Association and 
of the Executive Committee, and shall 
call a special meeting of the Executive 
Committee whenever eight members of 
the committee shall petition for such. 


28. The Vice-President shall:— 
Assist the President in the general super- 
vision of the Association, and shall assume 
the duties of the President during the ab- 
sence of that officer. 


(e 


The Treasurer shall :— 


(a) Receive and have custody of all monies 
of the Association and deposit same in 
a chartered bank approved by the 
Executive Committee. 

(b) Sign all cheques and keep financial 
records. 

(c) Submit an audited financial statement 
at each annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion, or whenever required to do so by 
the Executive Committee. 


80. The Secretary shall:— 


(a) Keep records of the meetings of the 
Association and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 
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(b) Notify all members of meetings. Such 
notification may be by personal call, or 
through the medium of any publication 
issued by or for the Association. 


(c 


Send copies of the minutes of the meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee to mem- 
bers of the committee who, by reason of 
residence, are unable to attend meetings 
of the committee. 


(d) Prepare for distribution to members, a 
monthly summary of the activities of the 
Association and of the Executive Com- 
mittee, Such distribution may be through 
the medium of any publication issued 
by or for the Association. 


(e) Perform such other duties pertaining to 
his office as may be required or directed 
by the Executive Committee. 


$1. Auditors shall:— 


Examine the books, vouchers and other fin- 
ancial records of the Association, and shall 
gertity to the accuracy of all financial state- 
ments. 


82, Under-Secretaries shall :— 


(a) Conduct the correspondence and direct 
the activities of the Association in so 
far as those duties relate to their re- 
spective departments. 

(b) Give effect to the wishes and directions 
of the Executive Committee. 


(c) Give such assistance to the officers as 
may be required of them. 


83. Meetings of the Association may be called by 
the President whenever deemed necessary, but in 
any year in which an annual meeting is not held, 
a statement of the affairs of the Association shall 
be sent to every member. Such statement in lieu 
of being otherwise prepared may appear in any 
publication issued by or for the Association. 


84. An annual meeting may be held in any year, 
of which all members shall have at least sixty 
days’ notice from the date of mailing notice of 
such meeting or from the date of publication of 
the notice. 


85. The Executive Committee shall meet on the 
first Wednesday of each month, and as often in 
addition thereto as may be necessary, Should the 
first Wednesday of any month fall on a legal 
holiday, the date of meeting may be postponed to 
a day within the calendar month to be set by the 
President, or by a previous meeting of the com- 
mittee. 


36. (1) Authorization for the establishment _of 
a Chapter may be granted by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee upon the application 
of five members in good standing. 


(2) A_Chapter shall exist for the purpose of 
affording members an opportunity of 
discussing association matters and for 
such other purposes as the Chapter 
members shall decide. 


(3) Any member of the Association in good 
standing shall be elisible for member- 
ship in the Chapter serving his locality 
or in the nearest Chapter thereto. 


37. It shall be within the power of the Execu- 
tive Committee to withhold the issuance of auth- 
ority for the establishment of a Chapter in any 
city, town, village or locality where a Chapter has 
already been authorized. 


38, The Executive Committee may withdraw and 
cancel the authority for the establishment of a 
Chapter, or under which a Chapter was estab- 
lished, for any reason it deems sufficient. 


39. The Association shall not be liable for the 
actions of a Chapter, or for any obligation or 
debt incurred by a Chapter. 


40. (1) The officers of a Chapter shall be a 
Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and a Sec- 
retary, who shall be elected at a meeting 
of the Chapter to be held between the 
first and fifteenth days of October, in- 
elusive, of each year. 


(2) Immediately following the election of the 
officers of a Chapter the Secretary of 
the Chapter shall transmit to the Asso- 
ciation Secretary the names, addresses 
and calls of each officer. 

41. The Secretary of a Chapter shall communi- 
cate with the Association Secretary once each 
month, furnishing him with a report of the activi- 
ties of the Chapter since the date of his last report. 

42. Chapters shall meet at least twice each year. 

43, A Chapter shall adopt by-laws for its gov- 
ernment, but such by-laws shall not become effect- 


ive until approved by the Executive Committee of 
the Association. 


44, (1) Any member in good standing may pro- 
pose an amendment of the constitution 
by petitioning the Executive Committee, 
provided his petition is signed by him- 
self and at least nine members in good 
standing. 

(2) Any member of the Executive Commit- 
tee may, at any meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee, introduce a proposed 
amendment of the constitution. 


(3) Upon receipt of a petition which is 
sufficiently signed as required by sub- 
section 1, or upon a favourable vote of 
any amendment proposed pursuant to 
sub-section 2, the Executive Committee 
shall immediately place the proposed 
amendment before the membership for 
the purpose of voting thereon, allowing 
a period of at least thirty days for the 
return of votes. 

(4) A three-fifths favourable vote of all 
ballots cast shall be necessary to amend 
the constitution, 


45. (1) The order of business at meetings of the 
Executive Committee shall be:— 
Minutes of previous meeting. 
Communications, 
Bills and accounts. 
Reports of officers. 
Reports of committees. 
Unfinished business. 
General business, 


(2) The order of business at General meet- 
ings shall be:— 

Minutes of previous meeting. 
Report of the President. 

Report of the Secretary. 

Report of the Treasurer. 

Report of Publications Manager. 
Report of the Executive Committee. 
Reports of committees. 

General business. 

(3) The reports of the President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Publications Manager and of 
the Executive Committee, referred to in 
sub-section 2, shall be required to be 
presented at annual meetings only. 

46. In all matters of procedure not covered by 
this constitution, Bourinot’s manual on procedure 
shall prevail.
